It is an easy m atter to state 
what constitutes a profitable or effi­ 
cient herd— one in which the sows 
wean big litters i i husky pigs, which 
gain rapidly ai d economically, a n i 
which sell well when put on the m ar­ 
ket. 
This means that breeders must 
have, in order to justify farmer trade, 
sows that are prolific, good mothers 
and good milkers. 
The pigs must be 
good feeders anil active graders, be­ 
cause a hog that aoes not have the 
capacity for large quantities of feed 
will not make rapid ga ns, and ii' 
they do not make rapid gains we 
know that they wail not be profita­ 
ble feeders. 
‘Active grazers’’ is in­ 
cluded because it is essential that w e 
make the most of forage crops for 
economical production in the south. 
We can not use corn-belt methods in 
Texas and compete with the corn 
bell. 
So far as the selling value on the 
m arket is concealed the breeder has 
had little influence that has been ob­ 
served. 
Certainty uniform loads sell 
better than others, but so far as typo 
affecting market price to a very great 
extent is concerned, it is doubtful 
whether it has. 
This means that the 
breeder must consider utility from 
the production enc chiefly. 
It is to 
be regretted that packer buyers are 
not a little more discriminating in 
their purchases—not that they would 
pay less for the poorer ones but the 
real good ones ought to bring a little 
premium. 
In marketing the hogs in 
this state the above is especially not­ 
ed. 
Hogs of a poor type, running 
at large in the bottoms and occasion­ 
ally rounded up bu* seldom fed, often 
sell for as much at corn-fed hogs. 
The business oi the breeder is to 
produce the kind of a hog that the 
farmer needs and at a price that will 
compel the progressive farm er to pur­ 
chase. 
However, the farmers of this 
state should raise pure-bred hogs for 
the following reasons: 
1.— It does not. require a very large 
investment to buy seed stock at the 
present time. 
Financial conditions 
among our farmers are rather bad 
but it is doughted seriously whether 
there is a responsible farm er who 
really wants a pure-bred sow who 
can not get one. 
Bankers realize 
that farmers must have more live­ 
stock and will make loans for t^eir 
purchase. 
A great many pure-breds 
have been brought into this state 
within the past five years and at 
present there ave many good herds 
from which the farmers can buy at 
prices that are in accordance with 
the real value of the animals. 
This 
condition did not exist a few years 
ago. 
2.— In the breeding end of the bus­ 
iness there is uiuoh m ore certainty 
as to the outcome of m ating than 
w ith grade hogs. The characteristics 
of the anim als are more fixed, which 
m eans th a t they will come nearer 
producing their own kind. 
This, in 
turn, m eans more uniform ity in the 
herd; 
and uniform ity will bring a 
prem ium on the m arket tho it may 
be slight in some cases.

lating the federal constitution as well 
as the fundam ental principles of the 
dem ocratic

should be levied and collected for the 
purpose of revenue only.”

Sorghums planted now, even 
if planted in rows, would require 
very little cultivation.
